DROUGHT CONDITIONS EF- 
FECT SOUL PROGRAM 


Due fo drought conditions 
modification of the Soil Conserv- 
ation program has been made to 
make it possible for farmers to 
provide themselves with increas- 
ed forage crops without reducing 
their soil-conserving payments. 

The first modification provides 
a good sand of a soil-conserving 
erop on land from which a grain, 
hay, or annual legume hay is 
harvested and is classified as soil- 
conserving. According to the old 
classification land seétled to alfal- 
fa with oats would be classed ai 


soi] depleting if the oats were. 


harvested for either hay or grain. 
According to the new ruling if 
there is a good stand of seeding 
the land will be classed as soil 
conserving if the oats are cut for 
hay, * 

The second change provides 
that failure of seedings due to 
conditions beyond the control of 
the farmer shall not disqualify 
the farmer for the soil building 
payments, at the regular ratas. 
This modification applies only to 
land from which no hay or grain 
crop has been harvested.

PAID WELL FOR RELIEF 


For every $9 poured into the 
Federal treasury by citizens of 
Michigan, only $1 was returned 
to the state for relief, a fiscal 
report for the year ending June 
30 discloses. 

During the year a total of $398,- 
000,000 was spent for relief in 
Michigan. Of this sum Michigan 
state and local governments con- 
tributed $16,500,000. The Feder- 
al government received from 
Michigan $180,000,000 in internal 
revenue taxes and returned but 
$20,000,000 for relief. 

As far as Michigan is concern- 
ed, the report shows that if the 
Federal government, which con- 
tinually praises itself for the 
lavish manner in which it has 
handled the relief problem, paid 
the entire relief costs of Mich- 
igan it would be returniny only 
a fraction of the money it took 
out of this state, and that Mich- 
igan, under a Republican ad- 
ministration, is among the na- 


tion’s leaders in bearing its share 
of the relief burden. 

Many states, particularly those 
in the South, pay less than 8% 
of their relief costs. Michigan 
paid 45%, a record equalled by 
only five other states.
